The 
war id* by no means ambrosial 
words went on until the air ot the 
hull became little less than nieyhlt 
ie, and the leading patriots present 
bad got as hoarse and nearly as 
Mack in the face as so many crows.

THE SERVICE TURK. 

Boys will be glad enough to 
know ihut the ‘sarvis’ will .have 
.some tarries this year in spite of 
the severe fronts after the tree was 
iu bloom. This tree is to l>e found 
throughout the county generally, 
and often fails iu Its crop of tarries 
by blooming too early in the season 
It is seiui tropical, and when culri 
voted, as iu tlie south of Europe, 
produces a fruit as large as a small 
pear. The Wild Service of Eupojie 
is identical with the tree foam! in 
Pocahontas county, the description 
and illustrations show that the size 
foliage, and fruit to be .he same iu 
both hemispheres.
